Isolation  Hospital. 

For  non-infectious  cases  the  Council’s  ambulance  is  avail¬ 
able  free  of  charge. 

No  special  provision  is  made  for  maternity  patients. 

(c)  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

There  are  two  full-time  County  Mid  wives  whose  services  are 
available  in  the  District.  The  District  Nursing-  Association  have 
one  nurse. 

(d)  Treatment  Centres  and  Clinics. 

ANTE-NATAL  CLINIC. — This  work  is  still  carried  out  at 
the  Riplev  Hospital. 

INFANT  WELFARE  CENTRES.— The  two  Infant  Wel¬ 
fare  Centies  at  the  Outram  Street  Old  Schools  and  the  Bethel 
Chapel,  Derby  Road,  are  still  in  operation. 

SCHOOL.  CLINIC. — Medical  Inspection  of  the  School 
children  is  carried  out  by  the  School  Medical  Officers  under  the 
control  of  the  County  Council. 

TUBERCULOSIS  CLINIC.— Cases  of  tuberculosis  from 
this  area  are  put  under  the  medical  supervision  of  the  County 
Council  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr.  W.  H.  Morton,  at  the  Tuber¬ 
culosis  Dispensary,  Grange  Street,  Alfreton,  which  is  open  from 
n.o  a.m.  to  i.o  p.m.,  and  2.0  to  4.0  p.m.  on  Fridays.  Facilities 
are  also  available  for  radiographic  examination  to  be  carried  out 
at  the  Tuberculosis  Department,  County  Offices,  Derby. 


VENEREAL  DISEASE. — The  centre  for  the  treatment  of 
Venereal  Disease  for  this  area  is  the  Derbyshire  Royal  Infirmary.

Clinic  is  open.

We  are  still  without  a  Maternity  Home  in  the  District,  but 
during  the  war  period  a  ward  at  the  Ripley  Hospital  with  at  least 
two  beds  for  emergency  maternity  cases  is  most  desirable. 

C. — SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

1.  — (i.)  Water. — During  the  year  the  Council  have  main¬ 
tained  their  service  mains  so  as  to  ensure  an  adequate  water  supply, 
and  will  from  time  to  time  in  the  future  renew  and  extend  the  mains 
as  occasion  demands. 

(ii.)  Drainage  and  Sewerage. — The  Council  have  been  de¬ 
sirous  of  making  improvements  and  extensions  at  the  Southern 
Outfall  Works,  rendered  necessary  by  increased  building  opera¬ 
tions,  but  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  the  work  has 
been  postponed  in  order  to  avoid  taking  up  a  loan. 

2.  — (i.)  Closet  Accommodation. — Closets  converted  during 
the  year  were:  Pails,  36;  Privies,  4.

E. —INSPECTION  and  supervision  of  food. 

(a)  Milk  Supply. — I  inspection  has  shown  that  the  conditions 
are  satisfactory  at  the  milk-producing  farms  in  the  area.  Pasteur¬ 
ised  Milk  as  produced  by  the  Co-operative  Society  has  maintained 
its  high  standard. 

(b)  Meat  and  Other  Foods.— Routine  inspection  was  carried 
out  during  the  year,  and  only  a  few  cases  for  condemnation  have 
arisen. 

F. — PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER  IN- 

FECTIOUS  AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  the  scheme  for  immunisa¬ 
tion  against  Diphtheria  was  still  being  carried  out,  and  has  con¬ 
tinued  during  the  year.  The  incidence  of  Scarlet  Fever  and  Diph¬ 
theria  has  been  normal,  and  the  accommodation  available  at  the 
Belper  Isolation  Hospital  has  been  adequate.
